1768-1774. Count Orlov had entered the Mediterranean to destroy the Ottoman fleet and encourage rebe lion among the Greeks in the 
Morea. The Russian victory at Chesmé was decisive, with the Ottoman fleet burned. Following further setbacks on the Danube, the 
Sublime Porte was forced to sign the Treaty of Kiigiik Kainarji (1774), concluding the war. 

Gol and Silver Medals were presented to high-ranking officers and participants in the Battle of Chesmé. Meanwhile, during the 

anniversary celebrations of June 24, 1771 marking the naval victory, all attendees were presented with medals honoring Count Orlov,

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In April 1876, the American engineer George Champney of Boston petitioned the Russian Minister of Finance to present his new 
technique of die preparation, which included the ability of copying directly from the coin (Champney patented his method in the 
U.S. in 1872 and in Great Britain in 1875). By ministerial decree, Champney was allowed to make his presentation at the St. 
Petersburg mint. There his technique showed good “promise.” According to the Chief of the St. Petersburg mint (see: Bea. Ku. Teopeiti 
Muxauaoeuus «Onucanuie u H306pancenie Hoxoropeixs Psdxuxe Moners Moezo Co6panin», pp. 32-34), Champney 
conducted his experiment by using the die of the 72 Fineness standard 20 Kopecks. He deliberately selected an unapproved die which 


Jeatured a high relief Imperial eagle to show that his new technique could be used with high-relief coinage. He married this to the obverse of 
an Itahan 1863 20 Lire. 


Previous study of this fascinating type was apparently limited to one variety and in some cases based on earlier writing without necessarily 
an actual example to study. Hence earlier scholarship may not present a clear picture. In researching these pieces we were presented with 
the unique opportunity of comparing two flan varieties of the issue. The two examples presented here were clearly struck on different flans. 
The smooth edge type is much thicker and slightly smaller than its reeded edge companion. Bitkin calls this experimental piece a “Trial 
striking on a flan of 20 Kopecks.”” Comparison shows this to be incorrect as the 20 Kopeck flan of this period was larger than both these 
mules and featured distinctly different edging. So it is not a trial striking on a 20 Kopeck flan, but rather a trial striking employing 20 
Kopeck dies. It is quite likely that Champney making an important presentation to high-ranking officials at the St. Petersburg mint used 
coin blanks that he had brought with him. Clearly after four years of promoting his technique, Champney would have his presentations 
down to a science and would have all the “presentation tools” at hand.

With original passport, 7 photos, autobiography, 
vintage newspaper clippings related to the White movement, and a huge lot of personal letters 
(around 130 pcs, most with envelopes), ranging in dates between 1920’s-1970’s, from all over the 
world where the veteran lived after sutviving the Civil War. He lived in Prague in 1922-1925, 
than moved to Paris, worked in Switzerland, and finally moved to New York. As was 
customary in Russia pre-1917 for the children of good families, he spoke several languages, 
was well educated, and naturally, was one of the first to join the White Army in the struggle against 
the Bolsheviks. In his autobiography, he mentions that he participated in several campaigns, 
including the infamous Ice March. Chmatoff also mentions being awarded with this cross. 

As a curious side note — while living in Paris, he apparently was friends with Antoine De Saint 
Exupery, the author of world famous “Vol De Nuit” (“The Little Prince”). Although the book 


itself is not available, we have images of first edition of “Vol De Nuit” hand signed by Antoine 
Exupery to T. Chmatoff. 


Considering the wealth of the accompanying documents and photos, this is by far the finest documented and original 
Steppe Campaign Cross we have seen. Excessively rare with such supporting material.

The East Turkestan Republic 


The Soviet-backed East Turkestan Republic was formed from Ninjiang’s three northern districts: Ili, Tarbaghatai, and Altai on November 12, 1944. 
Surviving a month shy of five years, this republic was in fact the second East Turkestan Republic as the first (based at Kashghar) was eliminated by the 


warlords with Chinese support in 1934. 


A huge area inhabited by Turkic peoples, Xinjiang had long been claimed by China, which made it a province in 1884. Chinese rule over this remote and 
fractious region, though, was often more nominal than it was actual. To the notth, the young Soviet Union viewed Xinjiang with interest as the two shared 
some 3,000 km of border. From 1934 to the 1940’s, the Soviet Union was able to influence Xinjiang much as it had Outer Mongolia. In 1937, it placed an 
army regiment in Kumul to stop any possible Japanese offensive into Xinjiang. Stalin, meanwhile, exercised the Soviet hand in the region through the 
office of the local Chinese warlord Sheng Shicai, who would rule Xinjiang from 1937 to 1944. To bring Shicai closer in hand, Stalin, in fact, requested that 


the warlord join the Communist Party of the Soviet Union in 1938. 


Shicai would vacillate. Watching the German advance during World War II and the entry of the U.S. into war, he found the Soviet Union to be less 
desirable as a patron and sought to curry favor with China’s ruling Kuomintang (KMT). To this end, he demanded the withdrawal of Soviet advisors in 
1942 and executed a number of ethnic Han Communists including Mao Zedong’s brother Mao Zemin in 1943. But the German defeat on the Eastern 
Pront in 1944 sent Shicai back knocking on the Soviet door. Stalin wanted nothing to do with him and by this point neither did the Kuomintang. Shicat was 
removed from power and direct KMT-control was asserted. A Soviet-backed uprising soon broke out against the Chinese led by Xinjiang exiles trained in 
the USSR. 


The rebels seized control of the three districts of Ili, Tarbaghatai and Altai. And on November 12, 1944, they took the city of Ghulja, creating the East 
Turkestan Republic. The Kyrgyzstan-born Islamic scholar and nationalist Elihan Tore Saghuniy (Alihan Tore Shakirjan khoja ogli,1885-1976) was elected 
president, and declared, according to consular reports, a Turkestan Islamic Government. In 1945, the republic formed the Il National Army with Saghuniy 
as ist Marshal. The army was made up of some 25,000 mostly Uyghur and Kazakh troops and 20,000 tribal cavalry. Stalin, however, wanted the republic to 
stop the military offensive it had launched against Uriimchi and make peace with the KMT. While Saghuniy opposed this, the rest of the East Turkestan 
Republic leadership agreed and a peace treaty was signed. Saghuniy disappeared from the scene, forcibly taken, it is alleged, by KGB agents and confined to 
Tashkent. 


The way was now smoothed for China’s Treaty of Friendship with the Soviet Union in which it granted Moscow various concessions. In the spirit of 
“friendship,” overt Soviet support for the East Turkestan Republic ended. But in reality little changed as the Republic remained what essentially was a 
separate pro-Soviet state. 


In 1949, China’s People’s Liberation Army crossed the Yangtze and effectively cut off the Kuomintang in southern Xinjiang. Mao Zedong began the 
“Peaceful Liberation” of the region. He invited the leadership of the East Turkestan Republic to a National Peoples’ Conference in Beijing. The republic’s 
five leaders were to board a plane in Alma Ata, Kazakhstan bound for China’s capital. On September 3, 1949, the Soviet Union announced that all five had 
been killed in a plane crash. It has been reputed, though, that KGB agents debriefed years later claimed that the five had been killed by Stalin’s order as the 


result of a secret agreement between the Soviet leader and China’s new leader. 


Without its senior leadership, the East Turkestan Republic agreed to be incorporated into the Xinjiang Autonomous Region, bringing the short life of the 
Turkic peoples’ republic to an end.

lhe East Turkestan Republic’s Orders and medals were all instituted in 1945, the same year as the Ih National Army was formed. They are little known and 
all extremely rare. What follows below is an important Research Collection, constituting the largest public offering ever of the East Turkestan Republic’s 
Orders and Medals:
